As you were advised in previous correspondence, for 
every group which is or becomes the subject of a full Domestic 
Security/Terrorism investigation, the FBI, Criminal 
Investigative Division, Counterterrorism Section, will provide a 
letterhead memorandum which will contain a descriptive 
characterization of each group, the geographic area in which it 
operates, and a summary of past violence attributed to it. 



Since the time of our last communication. Domestic
